WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army investigative panel that 
charged two generals and 12 
lower ranking officers with vio­ 
lating military regulations in­ 
volving the alleged My Lai mas­ 
sacre has called for increased 
troop 
indoctrination

mistreatment of civilians and 
prisoners. 
The special panel also urged 
revamping reporting procedures 
to ensure that inquiries into any 
future incidents will flow up the 
chain of command and not be 
blocked at company or battalion 
levels. 
The 
recommendations 
were 
included in a report made pub­ 
lic Tuesday that resulted in 
charges of dereliction of duty 
and failure to obey regulations 
against 10 field grade officers 


and three captains in the al­ 
leged massacre. 
Lt. Gen. William R. Peers, 
who headed the Army investiga­ 
tion. refused to characterize the 
original field probe—which pro­ 
duced 
negative results—as a 
cover-up of the alleged massa­ 
cre 
of 
Vietnamés 
civilians 
March 16, 1968 
But he stated “ our inquiry 
clearly established that trage­ 
dy of major proportions oc­ 
curred there” March 16, 1968. 
Peers said his group received 
testimony and evidence ‘‘to indi­ 
cate that certain individuals, ei­ 
ther wittingly or unwittingly, by 
their action suppressed informa­ 
tion from 
the incident from 
being passed up the chain of 
command .” 
The Army said the Peers in­ 


quiry prompted them to file 
charges against Maj. Gen. Sam­ 
uel W. Koster. who commanded 
the Amerieal Division, elements 
of which swept the Son My-My 
Lai area at the time of the al­ 
leged killings of more than 100 
civilians 
Also charged with dereliction 
of duty and failure to obey regu­ 
lations was Brig. Gen. George 
H. Young Jr., who was assistant 
commander of the Amerieal Di­ 
vision at the time. 
The 12 other officers, ranging 
from colonel to captain, were 
charged with such offenses as 
felsc swearing, failure to report 
possible 
misconduct, 
making 
false official statements, dere­ 
liction, failure to obey regula­ 
tions and orders, and ‘‘mispri­ 
sion” of a felony, which is de­ 


fined in military law as knowing 
of a felony and concealing that 
knowledge from authorities. 
Grand jury-type formal inves­ 
tigations now will be held to de­ 
cide whether the oflicers should 
be court-martialed 
Koster asked to be relieved 
from his current position as 
head of the U.S. Military Acade­ 
my at West Point and said good­ 
bye Tuesday to the 3,700 cadets 
who gave him a standing ova­ 
tion.

At the same time the gov ernment grabbed 
the newspapers carry ing the critical story , it 
confirmed the arrest of a prominent stu dent 
leader and 29 other persons believ ed part of an 
alleged Commu nist spy ring. 
Time and again the charges leading to arrest 
and imprisonment of politicians, religiou s lead­ 
ers and stu dents are linked to su spected Com­ 
mu nist activ ity of some sort. 
No dou bt some charges of Commu nist activ - 
iey are fou nded on facts bu t the wav e of gov ­ 
ernment accu sations of Commu nist conspiracy 
cov ering ev ery word of criticism that is u tter­ 
ed is prenosterou s. 
Wherev er a flame of discontent crops u p or 
u nfav orable comment flickers, the gov ernment 
ru shes in with its “Commu nist” fire ex tingu ish­ 
er to bring ev ery thing u nder control. 
The Saigon gov ernment has difficu lt problems 
to ov ercome as ev ery one knows. Bu t the basic 
reason the United States say s it is in Vietnam 
is to assu re self determination for the Sou th Vi­ 
etnamese people. That shou ld mean the right to 
choose a gov ernment other than that of Presi­ 
dent Thieu also. 


BUT IF ALL opponents are salted away in 
prison and ail dissent is smashed u nder the 
gu ise of controlling the Commu nists, there is 
little room left for self determination.

NEW YORK—They ’re all doing their thing, 
liv ing in commu nes, “bringing it together,” 
right on. They ’v e created a new langu age for 
their new “rev olu tion.” Hit any big city and 
y ou can find many a cell sit­ 
ting arou nd talking abou t ex ­ 
plosiv es. 
These 
are small 
cadres. 
They ’v e gotten away from the 
Molotov cocktail 
stu ff 
and 
now are heading for the hard 
stu ff. There are more than a 
t h o u s a n d su ch u nits cross 
cou ntry . They 're mostly inde­ 
pendent. They ’re not centrally 
stru ctu red. There seems to be 
no central sou rce of fu nds. Bu t they th nk alike 
blow u p rails, a ir orts. sky scrapers, depots, 
bridges, and hit the banks, especially the 
banks. 
There are the people of the “Rat” whose new 
idol is the late Carlos Marighela whose “Man­ 
u al for Urban Gu errillas” tells them to organize 
street people and create cells of fou r or fiv e- 
called “firing squ ads”. 
There are the Ru nning Dogs, the Block Liber­ 
ation Front, the Trots, Rev olu tionary Force 9, 
the 
PLPers, the Rev olu tionary 
Union and 
hu ndreds of sliv er grou ps whose acrony ms can 
be sorted ou t only by a Ju stice Dept, compu ter.

THEY’VE GONE FAR bey ond the SDS’s 
Weatherman faction rocks, clu bs, spu tu m and 
ex cretion. It is the theory of startled analy sts 
that the cadres specialize in sex , hy steria and 
then more sex .

WASHINGTON — A friend of mine named 
Bill Rabe, who liv es in Sau lte Ste. Marie, 
Mich., heads a v ery su ccessfu l phonograpn 
company called Hu sh. Where Rabe’s compa­ 
ny differs with others is 
that the Hu sh label special­ 
izes in the recording of si­ 
lent records. Realizing that 
as other companies raised 
the decibels of their re­ 
cords there wou ld be a 
great market for silence, 
Rabe has been su ccessfu l­ 
ly recording silent records 
u nder the Hu sh label since 
1960. 
His first golden record which sold ov er a 
million copies was '“Calv in Coolidge Speaks” 
which has on the other side of the label 
“More of Greta Garbo.” Rabe followed u p 
this silent LP with “Wall Street Cheering 
Herbert Hoov er After the Stock Market 
Crash.” 


EVERY YEAR, Rabe has pu t ou t three or 
fou r silent records that hav e been play ed and 
appreciated by Americans all ov er this cou n­ 
try . 
This y ear, Rabe has just issu ed a new re­ 
lease that cou ld be ’he biggest hi Hu h re­ 
co rds ev er had. It is titled “The Silent Ma­ 
jo rity ” and has been reco rded o n 
LP as weil 
as tape. Rabe and his brilliant staff o f so und

engineers trav e’ed all ov er the cou ntry to get 
the ex act silence necessary for each cu t on 
the label. “The Silent Majority ” is not only 
an electronic marv el, bu t an inspirational 
triu mph as well. It cou ld, with the proper 
play ing by disk jockey s, become the biggest 
seller since “My Fair Lady ." 


I SPOKE TO RABE by telephone and he 
told me that Hu sh label was working day 
and night to meet the orders. 
“I believ e ou r timing was perfect. The Si­ 
lent Majority wanted to hear themselv es on 
records, and if I mu st say so my self the si- 
ence on this particu lar record is deafening.” 
“Where did y ou record ‘The Silent Majori­ 
ty ’??” I asked him.” 
We went ev ery where, bu t we still fou nd 
the best qu ality of silence to be in Washing­ 
ton. For ex ample, the first cu t on the record 
is titled ‘The State Department Ex plaining 
Ou r Commitment in Laos. It’s a silent tri­ 
u mph. 
“We also recorded ‘Civ il Rights Leaders 
Listening to a Speech by Spiro Agnew,’ ‘The 
Pentagon at the Senate Defenriog Lockheed 
Ov erru ns’ and ‘Strom Thu rmond’s Attack on 
the People Who Ov ertu rned the School Bu ses 
in Lamar, S C.’ ” 
“You certainly got some great silence 
there,” I said. 


“That isn’t the half of it,” Rabe said. “ We 


recorded Atty . Gen. Mitchell when he was 
told his wife had ju st appeared on CBS tele­ 
v ision.” 
“Bu t he was speechless.” 
“Ex actly . We got it all on the record, as 
well as three minu tes of ‘The Wit and 
Warmth of Martha Mitchell.’ ” 
“What other silences did y ou record??” 
“We believ e we got a wonderfu l cu t of 
Lawrence O'Brien when he was told the 
Democratic Party owed $9 million, bu t we 
cou ld nev er get Hu bert Hu mphrey to stay 
qu iet long enou gh to record him. So we elim­ 
inated him from the record.” 
“Did y ou record Daniel Moy nihan’s reac­ 
tion when reporters told him that his phase 
u rging the President to u se ‘benign neglect’ 
in dealing with the blacks had been made 
pu blic?” 


“NO, WE PASSED that one u p, thou gh we 
did record President Nix on alone in the Ov al 
Room try ing to decide whether Tex as or 
Penn State had the nu mber one football 
team in the cou ntry .” 
Rabe said he was prou dest of the last 
part of his record. He said he recorded 5,000 
members oi the Silent Majority shaking theit 
heads while watching Hu ntley and Brinkley 
on telev isio n. 


and in North Vietnam itself. 
Some tu rn ou t skilled ex plosiv e mechanisms. 
The timing dev ices are perfect. Some go in for 
rattling the fire department. In 1969 there were 
72.342 false alarms tu rned in here, an increase 
of some 12.000 ov er the prev iou s y ear.

AS REVOLUTIONISTS they ’re amateu rs As 
dy namiteers, snipers, saboteu rs they ’re fien­ 
dishly ex pert. Their literatu re is cocky . Parox ­ 
y sms of glee ov er su dden death of the “enemy ” 
fills their little-known newspapers. 
There is, ior ex ample, the Qu icksilv er Times. 
It has a third world force, pro-Arab. anti-Israel, 
pro-Castro and pro-Mao line. A recent edition 
gloated ov er the death crash of the Israeli- 
bou nd Swissair jet. The paper chu ckles ov er 
bombings and killing of police. 
There are cadres which plan the disru ption of 
u nions ranging from the International Ladies 
Garment Workers to Walter Reu ther’s United 
Au to Workers. Skillfu lly plans are made for 
smashing ratification meetings and collectiv e 
bargaining sessions. 
There are others who are the “corporation- 
killers.” Their time is May . Until then they ’ll 
bu ild u p a crescendo of fear with false bomb 
phone threats and actu al bombings of sky scra­ 
pers su ch as those three hit here early Thu rs­ 
day morning, March 12.

SWEEPING IN FROM the west, according to 
some au thorities, are antibank u nits—sort of a 
bu m, bank, bu rn operation. First mov e will he 
to smash bank windows. TTien to raid them - 
ev en du ring day light sav ing time. So detailed 
are these plans they inclu de instru ction from 
how to lock employ es in the toilets to ou twitting 
the electronic police alert sy stems. 
If this sou nds melodramatic, there is charred 
ev idence of its realism on the west coast and a 
record here of at last six sky scraper ex plosions 
in bu ildings cf su ch corporations as General 
Motors, Mobil Oil, General Telephone, and 
IBM. 
These were mighty nasty ex plosions The rev ­ 
olu tionists set them off for nighttime blasts 
when the sky scrapers were empty ex cept for a 
handfu l of serv ice people. Bu t one of these day s 
those timing dev ices will read themselv es incor­ 
rectly and blow du ring working hou rs. 
T h e s e y ou ng rev olu tionists—hav ing nev er 
read Lenin’s ru mination on infantile leftism, 
are play ing with dy namite. They know it. They 
lov e it. They get a charge ou t of it—literally 
and figu rativ ely . 
This isn’t dissent. It’s seething with disaster. 
There was enou gh dy namite in that hou se on 
fashionable W. 11th street here to blow and set 
fire to a chu nk of Manhattan. Bu t the first 
thing is to cool it and not get u p tight. TTiere 
shou ld be a swift passage of law teethed with 
tou gh mandatory sentences for u nlawfu l posses­ 
sion of ex plosiv es. Then there shou ld be fair 
trials—with the accu sed u nder glass if neces­ 
sary to assu re respect for the American ju dici­ 
ary . 
Time has come to tell these 20-y ear-olds that 
the rest of u s hav e rights too—and that this civ ­ 
ilization of ou rs, imperfect thou gh it be, is no 
doll’s hou se.

Policy of 
Expediency 


WASHLNGTON - When it was annou nced 
that the United States had decided not to recog­ 
nize the gov ernment of Rhodesia and wou l1 
withdraw its consu late from that cou ntry , many 
people were su rprised and considered it a de­ 
partu re from American policy in the past. 
The tru th is the qu estion of whether to recog­ 
nize or withhold recognition from any cou ntry 
is baser on ex pediency and each case rests on 
its own set of facts. 
The tru th is the qu estion of whether to resog- 
lt was felt here, wou ld be antagonized if the 
United States seemed to acqu iesce in the Rho­ 
desian gov ernment’s ru le by a white minority . 
There are now 42 independent African cou ntries 
and they all hav e v otes in the United Nation*. 


BUT ACTUALLY American policy is influ ­ 
enced In different parts of the world by v ariou s 
consideration?,. Thu s, in Latin America, Presi­ 
dent Nix on has been following the policies oi 
past presidents, inclu ding Kennedy and John­ 
son, in recognizing military gov ernments which 
take ov er withou t an election. He said recently 
in a speech: 
“We recognize that enormou s, sometimes ex ­ 
plosiv e. forces for change are operating in Lat­ 
in America. These create instabilities and bring 
changes in gov ernments. On the diplomatic 
lev el, we mu st deal realistically with gov ern­ 
ments in trie inter-American sy stem as they 
are. 
We hav e, of cou rse, a preference for demo­ 
cratic procedu res and we hope that each gov ­ 
ernment will help its own people to mov e for­ 
ward toward a better, a fu ller and a freer life.” 
The record shows that in 1962 in Peru , when 
the gov ernment was ov erthrown by a military 
cou p, the latter was recognized a month later 
by the United States. Likewise, in Gu atemala, 
when a military faction took ov er the gov ern­ 
ment in 1963. it was giv en recognition by the 
United States three weeks afterwards. 
In the Johnson administration, similar inci­ 
dents occu rred. lYie United States recognized 
the ju ntas which seized the reins of gov ernment 
in the Dominican Repu blic, Hondu ras and 
Greece 
From the standpoint of international law. 
Rhodesia still has not y et established itself. Not 
a single cou ntry — not ev en Sou th Africa — has 
recognized the Ian Smith gov ernment. Great 
Britain considers Rhodesia a “rebelliou s colo­ 
ny ” and say s the Smith gov ernment proclaimed 
an “illegal declaration of independence.” 
In Eastern Eu rope, Estonia, Latv ia and Lith­ 
u ania, which hav e been taken ov er by the Sov i­ 
et Union, still are recognized by the United 
States and hav e legations in Washington. There 
are no free elections in the Sov iet Union or in 
its pu ppet states, bu t they are all recognized‘by 
the Washington gov ernment. 
Red China is a special case becau se the Na­ 
tionalist gov ernment retreated to Formosa in 
1949. The United States has maintained diplo­ 
matic relations with the gov ernment at Taipei. 
There now, howev er, is talk of recognizing the 
Peking gov ernment also becau se of its control 
of the mainland of China. 
Bu t the basic consideration in American poli­ 
cy is ex pediency . One reason why diplomatic 
relations are retained with the* Commu nist 
cou ntries in Eastern Eu rope is that, by keeping 
ministers in the capitals, a means of commu ni­ 
cation Is preserv ed. 
The theory is that American interests can 
best be taken care of if an American embassy 
or consu late is in a foreign cou ntry ready to re­ 
spond to the needs of American citizens and 
their interests abroad. 


ON THE WHOLE, the maintenance of diplo­ 
matic relations has often been entangled with 
political 
considerations 
in 
an 
international 
sense. Bu t actu ally the Department of State 
wou ld prefer alway s to hav e an embassy and 
consu late in ev ery cou ntry so that it can hav e 
access to su ch areas and keep informed as to 
what is going on that might ev entu ally affect 
American liv es and property . 
The Rhodesian episode is really ah effort to 
please the British as well as the African cou n­ 
tries. Bu t apart from this, it does not serv e any 
constru ctiv e pu rpose and cu ts off commu nica­ 
tion between the United States and a cou ntry 
which may be an important factor in fu tu re 
trade with tne African continent.
